By Insect Pests 


The, warm dry spring weather has 
favorable for the hatching of 
eol pests and crops and gardens 
threatened with by 
myriads of creeping, ana 
jumping creatures. 

War on the grasshopper has alrea- 
dy started, and the campaign against 
potato bugs, cabbage worms, and 
other destroyers of gardens will soon 
begin. 

It will be strictly chemical war 
and from present indications, 
a larger quantity of many kinds of 
poison will be used than ever before. 

Grasshopper authorities have sug- 
gested that urban residents spread 
grasshopper bait on adjacent vacant 
vacant lots and anywhere the hop- 
perg are seen. The insects are said 
to be especially destructive to beans, 
corn, lettuce, and other garden crops.

Destruction of insect pésts Is com- 
pulsory under the statutes of Alberta, 
and farmers failing to adopt gfass- 
hopper control measures may, bé 
forced to do so by the police, 

Sergt. J. N. Cawsey, R. C. M. P., 
calls.attention to the statutory regu. 
lations respecting grasshopper con- 
trol, and issues a warning that they 
must be observed. 

The Agricultural Pests Act reads 
in part: 

“Every person shall take active 
measures with a view to destroying 
all pests upon land owned, occupied, 
or controlled by him and when given 
any specific directions with, regard 
to such destruction by an officer he 
shall obey such instructions. 

“In the event of any person fail- 
ing or neglecting to take measures 
hereinunder required of him, notice 
may be served on him requiring him 
to forthwith take any action that 
may seem good to the Department. 

“In the event of any person failing 
within three dayg after such notice 


has been served upon him to take 
the measures hereinunder required 
of htm, any officer may secure the 
proper material and take whatever 
action is necessary ‘to destroy such 
pests.” 

The cost of such control measures 
deemed necessary by an officer shall 
be recorded against the land con- 
cerned if situated in a local improve- 
ment district, and payment enforced 
in the game way as that of a tax lev- 
jed for improvement district purpos- 
es. If within an organized municipal 
district the municipality shall be re- 
sponsible. 

Penalty for failing to comply with 
these regulations is described ag fol- 
lows: 

“Any person failing to comply with 
the provisions of this act, or with 
any notice,or regulation herein pro- 
vided for, or who in any manner ob- 
structs any officer in the discharge 
of his duties, shall be liable on sum- 
mary conviction to a penalty of not 
more than $100 and costs.
